As the Weather Grows Warmer, 
the clothes come off and 
Reveal...

Drawing on our bodies is a 
controversial but lasting fascination. 
For years moms everywhere have 
been warning children that drawing 
on our skin isn't healthy. As a 
young girl I can remember drawing 
a little heart on the back of my hand 
with my ink-pen. I'd make the little 
arrow through it and put in the word 
I love whoever the "lucky boy" was 
at that moment. "Don't write on 
yourself, you'll get blood poison- 
ing" mom would say. Those words 
meant only one thing to me — put it 
on apart of my body that she couldn't 
see. 

Overtime our body draw- 
ings have become an art form and 
the health-care officials are the ones 
echoing the warnings of our moth- 
ers. We know that there are health 
risks involved with tattooing. There 



could be allergic reactions to the 
inks and dyes. There could be ex 
cessive bleeding and scarring. When 
tattoos are applied under less than 
sterile conditions, the spread of viral 
infections such as Hepatitis B and 
HIV arc possible. These warnings 
seem to fall upon deaf ears. 

The art of tattooing is more 
popular now than ever says 
"Youngblood." a tattoo artist at The 
Tattoo Experience Studios Inc. in 
Alberta City in Tuscaloosa's east 
side. 

The local studio's tattoo de- 
signs range from the small simple 
ones that take under an hour to the 
full-body ones that take years to 
complete. The day I visited the 
studio people were waiting for the 
doors to open. This was no small 
smoke filled room as I had imag- 
ined. The atmosphere was pleasant 
and clean and the staff was friendly.

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Gulf coast officials warn visitors to behave 



Biloxi and Gulfport lead- 
ers kicked off a code of conduct 
campaign aimed at coast visi- 
tors during vacation periods in 
200 1 . In an attempt to accom- 
modate the large masses of tour- 
ists that converge on the Gulf 
coast throughout the year, city 
officials initiated the proactive 
plan to ensure the well being of 
its residents and visitors, and 
guarantee that everyone enjoys 
the "Playground of the South." 

The code of conduct cam- 
paign can be summarized into 
three aspects: responsibility, 
responsiveness and rules. It is 
the duty of all citizens and visi- 
tors to behave according to the 
rules, and city leaders and law 
enforcement will respond 
quickly and be available for any 



situation. 

The code of conduct cam- 
paign targets visitors with the 
message "Keep Your Cool & 
Keep It Clean" and refers to laws 
that will be strictly enforced dur- 
ing the large special events the 
Coast is attracting, including: do 
not block traffic, buckle up, it's 
the law, park only in marked 
areas; not in the median, no glass 
bottles or pets allowed on the 
beach, speed limits will be 
strictly enforced, no littering, no 
profanity, no sexually explicit 
behavior or attire, no disrupting 
the peace, and no riding on tail- 
gates, bumpers, roofs or hoods 
of moving vehicles. 

The campaign consists of 
fliers, posters, and place cards 
that will be distributed to area 



hotels, colleges, and universi- 
ties in Mississippi and Alabama 
and posted in local business win- 
dows and public areas. 

"We don ' t want to discour- 
age visitors from enjoying our 
area," said Mayor Bob Short of 
Gulfport. "We just want them to 
respect the people who live here 
and businesses they operate. It's 
about using common sense and 
courtesy while having a good 
time." 

"We've worked long and 
hard in Biloxi and on the Missis- 
sippi Gulf Coast to earn a repu- 
tation as the 'Playground of the 
South'," said Biloxi Mayor A.J. 
Holloway. "And like any other 
playground, play nice or leave."

"Keep Looking Up!"

Spring 
Constellations 



Spring has got to be one of 
your favorite times of the year 
with the daffodils and tulips 
blooming, light green leaves 
starting to grow on the trees, and 
the weather warming up for all 
types of outdoor activities! 
Shortly after sunset in the east, 
1 wo of spring's most notable con- 
stellations — Bootes and Virgo — 
are starting to rise, and the famil- 
iar winter constellation-Orion-is 
beginning to set in the west! 

As the Earth continues to 
revolve ardund the Sun, it means 
that we see different constella- 
tions at different times of the 
year. The ancient Babylonian 
astronomers were the first to note 
the changing constellations. 
They determined the number of 
days that was required for a cer- 



tain constellation to return to the 
same spot in the sky and started 
using this as a time-keeping de- 
vice. This is of course a year that 
we still use today, thanks to those 
early astronomers! 

Both Bootes, the herdsman, 
and Virgo, the maiden, are easy to 
locate, for each has a very bright 
star: 

Constellation Bright Star 
Bootes Arcturus 

Virgo Spica 

These two bright stars can 
be found on the eastern horizon 
quite easily by first locating the 
most familiar constellation in the 
night sky, the Big Dipper, by look- 
ing in the northeast. Simply draw 
an imaginary line along the handle 
away from the bowl of the Big 



Dipper, and you will first come 
to Arcturus and then Spica. As- 
tronomers remember this from 
the following saying: "follow 
the arc of the handle to Arctu- 
rus and then drive a spike Spica" 
Even though Bootes is officially 
a herdsman, its stars take the 
shape of a kite with Arcturus 
being located at the bottom of 
the kite, While the stars of 
Virgo represent a maiden, they 
actually resemble the letter F 
and Virgo will be familiar, for 
it is one of the twelve constella- 
tions on the ecliptic. 

As you enjoy our beauti- 
ful spring weather, keep look- 
ing up and learn to locate two 
spectacular constellations- 
Bootes and Virgo!

The next time someone suggests 
going to a play put on by a dumpster, go! 
Especially if the show is being put on by 
Shelton' s talented theatre students. 

From March 2 1 -24 a troupe of Shel- 
ton thespians staged Suburbia by Eric 
Bogosian in a space outside the back 
door of the Bean-Brown Theatre. The 
setting was inspired, since the play is set 
at the back of a 7-11 in the middle- 
America fictional town of Burnfield. But 
the cast and the acting were inspired, too! 

Student actors Thomas Canterbury 
(Buff), Russell Frost (Tim), Janet 
Hernandez (Norma), Karen Kozen 
(Sooze), Saskia Bagewell (Bee-Bee), 
Susan Raley (Erica) and Michael Sullivan 
(Pony) all are well typecast for their 
roles — or seem to be. From the moment 
Canterbury rollerblades onto the "set" as 
Buff the unrepentant, quintessential 
young hedonist, the audience huddled 
togetherjust offstage is allowed toeaves- 
drop into the world youthful world of 
drugs, beer, sex and rock&roll. The time 
setting could be just about any genera- 
tion from the late '60s onward, but the 
particular angst and ennui displayed 
seems vintage 1 990s 

Bogosian is dealing in young sub- 
urban archetypes here, and student direc- 
tor Michael Sullivan kept the action and 
the dialogue rolling to capture it. 

Canterbury was hilarious as the 



goofy just-want-lo-have-fun type we all 
knew as teenagers and secretly suspected 
was probably taking the right approach to 
life. Buff is delighted by the prospect that 
one of their old pals has struck gold as a 
rock star and will probably be bringing a 
limo by when he drops in at the 7-1 1 for 
a little late-night noshing. The veracity 
of Buffs sexual bragging is irrelevant; 
we get the message: Have fun for youth 
and life are fleeting. 

But then there is the rest of us. the 
majority of folks who can't quite shake 
the thought that we're missing the point 
of life when we ignore its pain. This 
Everyman was captured nicely by Lane 
Bowen as Jeff, who though a bit shaky 
with his lines, captured the confused in- 
tensity of a life of spiritual poverty cast 
within the plenty of suburbia. 

His girlfriend Sooze wants to go to 
New York to work as an artist and she's 
willing touse whomever to get there. Jeff 
is torn from all sides by ambition and its 
lack, money and its absence, a sense of 
morality vs. a vague and pointless desire. 

The current group of actors at the 
college constitute a bit of a golden age of 
artistry and ambition. They have ap- 
peared in many shows and with Surburbia 
even have put on their own. Using the 
venue of the Second Stage program they 
created something smart and artsy, in the 
very best sense of the word.

Yet in 
his letter to the Galatians, the apostle 
Paul says, "Let no one cause me 
trouble, because I bear on my body 
the marks of Jesus." Other biblical 
passages describe divine symbols be- 
ing placed on the bodies of believers.
